~ Council backs residents: 


rejects shooting, home

Two Upland neighborhoods won 
victories Monday as the Upland City 
Council refused permission to 
establish a family home for teenage 
former drug users and revoked 
permission for evening shooting at a 
gun club. 

In both cases council members 
noted the rights of home owners to 
preserve a residential atmosphere 
and protect their property values. 
The home was proposed for an 
existing house at 351 N. Laurel Ave. 

Close to 25 residents of Laurel and 
Palm avenues and Vernon Drive 
opposed establishment of a home for 
a maximum of six teenagers who 
have successfully completed the 
Reach Out West End drug 
rehabilitation program. 

Executive Director Eric Roth told 
the council the facility would 
provide a family home for teenagers 
who do not have good home 
environments. 

Currently Reach Out West End 
“is curing kids and then sending 
them back’’ to the original 
environment which caused their 
drug problems, he said. 

Roth said the Reach Out house 
parents are ‘‘much surer than the 
average parent’’ that their 
teenagers are not using drugs or 
involved in crime. 

‘“‘We’re very strick parents,” he 
said noting that teenagers living in 
the home would not be allowed to 
associate with friends who would be 
a ‘‘bad influence.” 

Typical teenagers 

Residents in the home would be 
typical teenagers going to high 
school or college and holding part- 
time jobs, according to Roth who 
called on Upland residents to carry 
their share of responsibility for 
rehabilitating teenage drug users. 

“We have treated your children 
for years (in the Ontario facilities). 
Now it’s time for Upland to carry its 
share of the burden,” he said. 

John Leatherman of Vernon Drive 
was the only adjacent resident to 
speak in favor of the project. ‘“We 
need to consider rehabilitating 
people,” he said noting he has ‘‘no 
objections’ to a program, such as 
Reach Out, which successfully

— A conditional-use permit to 
establish a commercial complex 
with leased or rented spaced on 5.3 
acres at the southwest corner of 
Central Avenue and Arrow Highway 
in a highway-commercial zone. 

— A conditional-use permit for a 
full-series restaurant and motel 
located on 2.4 acres southeast of 
Mountain Avenue and Seventh 
Street in a highway-commercial 
zone. 

— A conditional-use permit for a 
full-service restaurant on 2.3 acres 
northwest of Foothill Boulevard and 
Euclid Avenue in a highway- 
commercial zone. 


rehabilitates teenagers. 

Residents opposed to the group 
home cited the residential 
neighborhood, parking conjestion, 
and fears that the teenagers would 
be a bad influence on their own 
young children. 

Mary Troop, who lives adjacent to 
the proposed home site, said she 
opposes a group home so close to the 
center of town and so close to her 
own home. 

Her father-in-law, Ernie Troop, 
who works at the Youth Training 
School in Chino, said, “An outlying 
area would be a much better place 
(for a group home). The downtown 
area is not the place. I’m definitely 
against this type of thing in 
Upland.” 

Property Values 

Bob Elder, a resident of Laurel 
Avenue, and Hubert Peck, who has 
rental property in the neighborhood, 
both opposed the group home 
because it might decrease their 
property values. 

Council members upheld the 
neighborhood wishes, voting 3-1 
against establishing the home. 
Councilman Hal Bailin voted in 
favor of the project with 
Councilman Bill Bottin absent. 

“Td very much like to see this 
program in Upland. But I do feel we 
have to consider the people in the 
neighborhood,”” commented Mayor 
George Gibson. 

Calling the decision a hard one, 
Councilwoman Ina Petokas opposed 
the home based on the nieghborhood 
opposition. 

“T would hope to have more 
(neighborhood support) before I 
would be able to approve a 
residential rehabilitation home,” 
she said. 

Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
said the group home rehabilitation 
program cannot be successful 
without the support of residents and 
added, “There is just too much 
opposition” to approve the home. 

McCarthy said his denial was not 
a criticism of the Reach Out 
program which is financially 
supported by the city of Upland. and 
noted the probability that the group 
home could’:be established in 
Ontario. 


Bailin said, ‘‘The opposition 
tonight is one of fear of the 
unknown” and added that Upland 
will never have a program ‘‘for 
children on their way back” to 
society if the council waits for 
neighborhood support before the 
program is approved. 

‘The responsibility shown in this 
program merits a chance. I think we 
ought to approve it,’’ he commented 
and noted, ‘‘We in Upland have an 
unenviable record in this kind of 
thing.”’ 

In the last two years Upland 
residents and the council have 
opposed establishment of a group 
home for mentally retarded adults 
and a group home for teenage girls 
with problems. 

Shooting range 

Also Monday night the council 
revoked permission for evening 
shooting at the Upland Trap and 
Skeet Club on 20th Street east of 
Euclid Avenue. 

The gun club received council 
permission for evening shooting five 
months ago with stipulation that the 
shooting not constitute a public 
nuisance. 

Several neighbors signed a 
petition declaring the shooting to be 
a public nuisance because it disturbs 
the tranquility of the residential 
neighborhood. 


Hal Edmond, a resident of nearby 
Lexington Street, said, “I can’t 
really understand having a 
shooting range in a residential area. 
It doesn’t seem to fit. 


Owner Raymond Mestas said a 
noise study had shown the actual 
level of noise is not the problem 
since a small airplane or a spraying 
machine causes as much or more 
noise. 


There is ‘‘no justification’’ for the 
complaints on ‘‘purely noise basis,” 
he said and added, the complaints is 
“‘primarily an objection to guns.” 


McCarthy favored prohibiting 
evening shooting but noted he 
opposed closing the gun..elub, 
‘which was there many’ years 
before the residents.”’

Suicide and Crisis Intervention Service 





Maturity, caring important for volunteers 


Maturity and genuine caring are 
more important than education for 
crisis telephone volunteers, 
according to Eleanor Allen of 
Cucamonga, director of volunteers 
for the West End’s Suicide and 
Crisis Intervention Service (SCIS). 

“It’s what’s inside you personally 
that matters, not your education,” 
she said and added, ‘‘Maturity is the 
key — plus a genuine caring for 
people.” 

The crisis line is holding a series 
of training sessions for volunteers, 
who attend 12 training sessions to 
learn how to help troubled people. 

Training includes role-playing and 
discussion as well as training in 
telephone technique by Upland 
psychologist Dr. Howard Schuman, 
who founded SCIS. 

Volunteers hear lectures on 
alcoholism, drug abuse, 
homosexuality and other anxiety- 
producing problems and become 


familiar with 127 community 
resource agencies. Each volunteer 
listener receives a booklet listing 
names, telephone numbers, and 
description of services offered by 
every agency in or near the West 
End. 


Mrs. Allen said the crisis line 
needs at least ‘ta dozen’’ more 
volunteers in addition to the 22 
regularly and back-up listeners 
presently serving a weekly six-hour 
shift. 


“What we really need is more 
men. A male caller sometimes 


‘wants to talk to another man,” she 


said noting that only five of the 
regular listeners are men. 
Volunteer listeners include truck 
drivers, career women, 
steelworkers, housewives, college 
Students, and business men. 
Volunteers choose their own hours. 
SCIC receives an average of 150 


calls per month and one of every 10 
calls involves a potential suicide, 
Mrs. Allen said. 

The remainder of the calls are for 
referral to community agencies 
ranging from low-cost babysitting 
services to senior citizen activities. 


In other cases the listener simply 
provides a sympathetic ear for a 
caller who is experiencing a crisis. 
“What ever makes a person feel 
hopeless or helpless’’ is a crisis, she 
noted. 

A call can last from two minutes 
to 2% hours, according to Mrs. Allen 
who has answered nearly 500 calls 
herself. “‘The heaviest calling 
period seems to be between 6 p.m. 
and midnight, particularly during 
the holiday season and after a 
succession of gloomy days.” 


The typical caller is 25 years or 
older with more calls from women 
than from men. She said, ‘‘There’s a 


growing number of calls from 
homosexuals or transvestites or 
their families. The most usual call, 
however, is still from a person going 
through a divorce or broken 
romance. 

In 1976 there were 26 completed 
suicides in the West End. The 
number for 1975 was 29 spread 
throughout the communities of 
Ontario, Upland, Chino, Montclair, 
Alta Loma and Cucamonga, 
according to Mrs. Allen who said 
she cannot estimate how many lives 
have been saved by SCIS volunteers 
during the eight years the crisis line 
has been in existence. 

SCIS is funded by the cities of 
Ontario and Upland as well as by 
private donations. People interested

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Supervisors ok pl 
limit home const

In a key move toward settlement 
of the West End’s sewage treatment 
crisis, county supervisors gave their 
approval Monday to a regional plan 
which limits home construction in 
the county’s fastest growing area 
through mid-1978. 

City councils in Upland and 
Montclair also ratified the plan 
Monday night. 

The plan, which is retroactive to 
March 21 and runs for a 15-month 
period, will limit projected growth 
in the West End. 

However, in terms of building 
permits for home construction, the 
plan will probably limit actual 
growth only slightly, since an 
estimated 6,000 permits were issued 
last year in the West End. 

The plan is intended to restrict 
additional sewage flows in most of 
the West End to 2.5 million gallons 
daily until the overloaded Ontario 
sewage treatment plant can be 
expanded. Most of the extra sewage 
will probably be diverted in the 
meantime into a line normally used 
for industrial wastes. 

The plan itself will limit home 
construction in the unincorporated 
tri-communities, the county’s 
fastest growing area, to 3,458 
through June 30, 1978. 

This represents about 47 per cent 
of the 7,364 homes envisioned in the 
regional plan but is far less than the 
estimated 6,600 homes which could 
be built in subdivisions already 
approved in the tri-communities 
alone. 


Ontario would be limited under 
the plan to construction of 2,306 
homes, or 31.3 per cent; Upland, to 
1,200 homes, or 16.3 per cent, and 
Montclair, to 400 homes, or 5.4 per 
cent. 

However, the county and the three 
cities could also use the sewage 
treatment capacity they have been 
allecated for commercial and 
industrial development to allow 
additional home construction 
instead. 

They can also draw from a 
regional reserve to provide for 
sewage treatment capacity for 
apartments, mobile home parks and 
other forms of multiple-family 
housing. 

A special committee will 
administer the regional reserve. 

Conceding that the growth plan 
wouldn’t satisfy anyone completely, 
Supervisor Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland said, ‘‘No matter what 
decisions you make, somebody gets 
roughed up or figures it’s not quite 
as fair to them as somebody else .... 
But somewhere, someplace, we’ve 
got to get this off the ground.”’ 

Kamansky, whose district 
includes the fast-growing tri- 
communities, argued against any 
attempt to upset the political 
balance reflected in the plan. 

Supervisor Robert L. Hammock of 
San Bernardino threatened to vote 
against the plan unless the county’s 
moratorium on filing of new 
residential development plans was 
relaxed to allow builders of 
multiple-family housing in the tri - 
communities to proceed.

The Billion Dollar Babies 
are nothing even remotely 
similar to Gato Barbieri or 
for that matter ‘‘The 
Babys’ reviewed in these 
pages sometime back. 

The Billion Dollar Babies, 
not ‘‘The Babys,”’ have just 
released their debut album 
“Battle Axe’? (PD-1-6 100) 
on Polydor records.

We also 
want to try to broaden our 
audiences a little bit. We 
write a lot of single 
material and then we write 
songs like ‘Battle Axe’ or a 
song Michael wrote called 
‘Rock Me Slowly,’ which is 
more sophisticated, a hard 
rock ballad that anybody 
who likes music can 
appreciate. That’s where I 
hope we can find success, in 
hitting people who just like 
music period, as well as 
rock fans. We'll still play 
rock, but we want to open 
up the audience as well.” 

Side two is definitely the 
promo side. Any tune on 
this side is top 40 material. 
‘““Ego Mania,’ ‘Battle 

e,”’ “Sudden Death” and 
“Winner” could all break 
the charts at once. 

‘‘Ego Mania” is a straight 
forward instrumental hard 
hitting rock and roll tune 
that surpasses the ordinary 
blap and gab and gives the 
rock and roll enthusiast a 
chance to concentrate on 
pure clean, understandable 
music. 

The title cut ‘‘Battle 
Axe” seems to run almost 


have a three dimensional 
sound.

A judge’s dilemma

In a courtroom, you 
occasionally hear of 
convicted criminals 
pleading for mercy — but 
did you ever hear of a judge 
doing so? 

I have. 

I recently received a 
shocking letter from Los 
Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Harry Peetris. Judge 
Peetris was pleading for 
mercy mercy from 
California’s current 
sentencing laws. 

You probably won't like 
what Judge Peetris said in 
his letter anymore than I 
did but I think you might be 
interested in hearing it 

Judge Peetris, in his 
letter, spoke of a case 
which was recently heard in 
his court. A man was 
convicted of several brutal 
murders. The evidence was 
clear cut. The man was 
criminally motivated, cold- 
blooded, and completely 
without any human 
compassion. 

So, you say, what’s the 
problem? The man 
obviously deserves the 
death penalty or at least life 
in prison without parole, 
right? 

What he deserves and 
what he gets under our 
current laws are two 
different things. Let’s look 
at the details of this case. 

This particular killer got 
started in 1966. His first 
victim was killed in his 
efforts to take over a 
prostitution business. The 
woman he killed was sitting 


in her living room. The 
killer placed a gun in her 
ear and pulled the trigger. 
Sitting on the couch 
witnessing this horrible 
scene was the victim’s 15- 
year-old son. Despite the 
boy’s pleas for his life, the 
killer stuck a gun in the 
young man’s ear and pulled 
the trigger. After all, the 
killer said later, he couldn’t 
leave any eye witnesses. 
These two murders went 
unsolved for ten years. 

Up until 1971, the killer 
served time in prison for a 
parole violation. After he 
was released, you guessed 
it, he killed again. His 
victim was a cocaine 
dealer. Some people might 
think he did society a favor 
but nonetheless, he took 
another life. 

Our enterprising killer 


thought he was becoming 
quite adept at his craft. So 
much so that he decided to 
go professional. Now a 
hired killer, his fourth 
victim got the familiar gun 
in the ear. This time he 
fired three shots but the 
woman somehow managed 
to live — even though she 
remained partially 
paralyzed and had to walk 
with a cane. 

Not wanting to jeopardize 
his professional standing as 
a hired killer, he returned 
two months later to finish 
the job. This time he fired 
the gun in her ear and in her 
eye. Then, just to be 
thorough, he fired at the 
back of her head and at her 
heart. The killer then 
jokingly said, “This time 
she’s really dead.’’ 
Somehow that’s not too

Unfortunately, not enough 
legislators agree with the 
people. As a result of an 
eleventh-hour bill passed 
last year, coupled with the 
Supreme Court’s ruling

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against the death penalty, 
killers can now get off 
relatively easv. 

Let’s look at what choices 
Judge Peetris faced in 
sentencing this professional 
killer. 

The judge thought the 
proper punishment would 
be death. The court ruling 
against the death penalty 
came during the killer’s 
trial. The Supreme Court 
said there was no 
opportunity to consider 
mitigating circumstances. 
So much for the sentence of 
death. 
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The next lesser sentence 
would be life in prison 
without parole. That 
punishment is available for 
kidnapping for ransom with 
injury, trainwrecking with 
injury, and other similar 
crimes — but not for the 
crimes committed by this 
killer. So much for life in 
prison without parole. 

The next lesser sentence 
would be to. give 
consecutive sentences for 
each of the murders to be 
served separately instead of 
running at the same time. 
In this case, the killer would 


not be eligible for parole for 
35 years. Unfortunately, 
Section 669 of the Penal 
Code requires that all of the 
murder counts merge into 
one. 

As a result of our current 
laws in this case, this killer 
will be eligible for parole in 
five years and 10 months. 
Life is cheap in California. 

Judge Peetris is 
frustrated and angry. He 
believes he can’t impose a 
proper. sentence, can’t 
protect witnesses and can’t 
protect society. Laws are 
what they are because the

are because people elect 
them. 

Are you as frustrated as 
the good Judge Peetris or 
could you be one of the 
many Californians who vote 
without knowing how your 
state representatives vote 
on law and order issues?

Pulmonary emphysema 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Health Tips is a column of 
the California Medical 
Education and Research 
Foundation, prepared and 
edited by physician 
members of the California 
Medical Association.

Pulmonary emphysema 
is a potentially serious lung 
disorder. It is particularly 
prevalent in the middle 
years and beyond. The 
disease tends to develop 
gradually, and all too often 
it has reached an advanced 
stage before the patient 
seeks medical treatment. 

Symptoms which should 
suggest a visit to the doctor 
include shortness of breath 
even on mild exertion, 
inability to breathe deeply 
and rapidly, persistent 
coughing and wheezing, and 
the production of 
considerable mucus. 
Dizziness and fatigue on 
mild exertion may also 
occur. 

Coughing and wheezing 
are also symptoms of 
asthma and chronic 
bronchitis. In fact, in many 
patients asthma and 
bronchitis may precede or 


coexist with emphysema. 

Asthma and bronchitis 
are disorders of the 
bronchial tubes — the 
passageways through which 
air reaches the lungs. With 
emphysema, there is 
damage to the lung iself. 
The walls between the tiny 
air sacs in the lung 
deteriorate and the lung 
loses its elasticity. As a 
result, there is difficulty 
exhaling, and breathing 
becomes difficult and very 
tiring. Eventually the 
patient may have a problem 
getting an adequate supply 
of oxygen to the blood. 

At times, almost 
everyone experiences 
shortness of breath and 
some cough. There are 
many disorders other than 
emphysema, asthma or 
bronchitis that produce 
these symptoms, and 
persons with no chronic 
lung disease may have 
them. Simple tests of lung 
function can indicate 
whether or not emphysema 
or another disease is 
responsible for the 
symptoms. Having these 
tests early may relieve the 
patient of needless anxiety. 
More importantly, they 
should be done early to

— 42 gallons — just 
watching television. 

That may be hard to 
visualize, because the 
relationship between 
electricity and oil is an 
indirect one. 

An oil corporation notes 
that saving electricity can 
also mean saving oil and 
that 500-kilowatt hours — 
the amount needed to run a 
color TV set for a year — 
requires the energy 
equivalent of 42 gallons of 
oil 

These other examples 
show how much oil 
equivalent is needed yearly 
to fuel our electrical 
appliances: 

— An electric water 
heater, the largest energy 
user in the home, used 
energy equal to more than 
150 gallons of oil annually. 

— A refrigerator 
consumes the equivalent of 
about 80 gallons. 

— A single 100-watt bulb 
burning for six hours a day 
uses the equivalent of more 
than 20 gallons of oil.

detect the disease before 
irreversible damage has 
developed. The ‘‘typical’’ 
emphysema patient when 
first seen by a doctor for 
shortness of breath already 
has suffered an appreciable 
amount of lung destruction. 
Such damage cannot be 
reversed, but there is a 
good deal that a doctor, 
with the patient’s 
cooperation, can do to slow 
progression of the disease 


and to minimize 
complications. 
The causes of 


emphysema are not fully 
known. Smoking seems to 
be a major factor. There 
may be an hereditary factor 
in some cases, where a 
protein deficiency or 
abnormality deprives the 
lung of its normal 
protection. Once the 
disease begins, lung 
deterioration is markedly 
accelerated by smoking and 
by exposure to air pollution. 
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The patient with 
emphysema who quits 
smoking can expect some 
improvement in his or her 
symptoms as inflammation 
of the airways subsides. 
Clearing of the airways 
may be aided by the 
following supportive 
measures: 

— High fluid intake (10 to 
12 glasses of water or juice 
per day) to keep the sputum 
more fluid so as to aid in the 
raising of secretions. 

— Avoidance of irritating 
inhalants such as dust, 
fumes and polluted air. 

— Antiobiotic therapy at 
the first sign of a chest. cold. 

_ Yearly flu 
immunization. 

— Avoidance of crowds 
when respiratory infections 
are prevalent. 

— Use of air conditioners 
in hot weather and masks in 
cold weather to help 
prevent bouts of shortness 
of breath. 
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— Maintenance of proper 
nutrition. 

The physician may 
prescribe bronchodilator 
medications to be taken in 
tablet or nebulizer form to 
open the airways. In severe 
cases, where there is 
actually inadequate oxygen 
in the blood, the physician 
may recommend the use of 
oxygen. 

Drainage of stagnant 
secretions is accomplished 
by clapping, or vibrating, 
the chest to loosen the 
secretions and head-low 


posture so that gravity will 
assist the removal of 
secretions. 

Proper breathing is often 
‘‘discovered’’ by the 
patient. Pursing the lips so 
as to keep the small 
airways from collapsing 
during exhalation and 
deliberately taking three 
times as long for exhalation 
as for inhalation are useful 
measures to enhance 
exchange of gases in the 
patient’s lungs. 

One of the most essential 
aspects of tcp is 


exercise conditioning. The 
patient who follows a 
regular, sustained exercise 
program will uniformly 
improve exercise 
capability. This 
improvement helps him or 
her perform more activity 
with less shortness of 
breath. The patient can use 
a stationary exercise 
bicycle, walk or ride a 
bicycle for a certain 
distance that can be 
gradually increased both in 
distance and speed. This 
sort of exercise program 
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should be undertaken only 
after a physician evaluates 
the heart and lung function 
to determine the safety of 
such a program. 

Emphysema cannot be 
cured but if it is detected 
early contributing factors 
can be eliminated and the 
rate of development may be 
slowed down. The patient 
must come to terms with 
the disease but that need 
not mean giving up work, 
family relationships and the 
other gratifications of a full 
life.

ORDINANCE NUMBER 440 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF MONTCLAIR 
ADDING SECTION 9-4.2359 OF ARTICLE 23 
OF CHAPTER 4 OF TITLE 9 OF 
THE MONTCLAIR MUNICIPAL CODE 
RELATING TO THE AMENDMENT 
OF THE OFFICIAL ZONING MAP 

The City Council of the City of Montclair does ordain as follows 

SECTION I. AMENDMENT TO CODE. Section 9-4.2359 of Article 23 of 
Chapter 4 of Title 9 of the Montclair Municipal Code is hereby added as 
follows: 

Section 9-4.2359 Zoning Map Amendment 

The sections of property described as Parcels A and B are hereby 
changed as follows 

Parcel A - R-3 (Medium Density Residential) to C-2 (Restricted 
Commercial) 

Parcel B - C-2 (Restricted Commercial to R-2 (Two-Family Residential) 

Legal description of said property is described as follows and specified 
portions are hereby zoned in accordance therewith 

Parcel 2, Parcel Map No. 1178, in the City of Montclair, County of San 
Bernardino, State of California, as per plat recorded in Book 10 of Parcel 
Map, Page 75, Records of said County; and 

The West % of Lot 38, in San Antonio Tract, in the County of San 
Bernardino, State of California, as per plat recorded in Books 3 of Maps, 
Page 16, Records ,ef said county. EXCEPTING THAT PORTION 
DESCRIBED AS FOLLOWS: Beginning at the northwest corner of Lot 38; 
thence easterly 260 feet; thence southerly 350 feet; thence west 260 feet; 
thence northerly 350 feet to the point of beginning. 

ALSO EXCEPTING THAT PORTION conveyed to the State of 
California, by the deed recorded in Book 2166, Page 206, official records 

The Zoning Map is amended in accordance with the provisions of this 
section and the district boundaries are so designated. An insert copy of 
Zoning Map No. 63 showing the described area is attached hereto and 
incorporated herein by reference

shall cause this ordinance to be published in the Montclair Tribune at least
